Washington, Feb. IO.—With a view 
to preparing remedial legislation if the 
facts collected warrant such a course, 
a resolution investing the house com­ 
mittee on banking and currency with 
power to make an inquiry into finan­ 
cial conditions has beeen announced 
by Representative Pujo of Louisiana, 
chairman of the committee. 
The 
Pujo resolution was presented in ac­ 
cordance with instructions by the re­ 
cent Democratic caucus. 
The term ‘‘money trust’' does not ap­ 
pear in the Pujo resolution. It directs 
the committee to make an inquiry into 
financial conditions and to report what 
changes if any should be made in the 
banking and currency laws. 
Broad 
powers are conferred upon the com­ 
mittee by the Pujo resolution. 
The 
committee is authorized to enforce the 
attendance of witnesses and to com­ 
pel the production of books and pa­ 
pers. 
While the Pujo resolution has not 
been formally passed on by Mr. Pujo's 
Democratic associates, it is known that 
It meets with the approval of prac­ 
tically all of them. 
The indications 
are that the resolution will be reported 
promptly by the committee on rules, 
of which Representative Henry of 
Texas is chairman. 
William J. Bryan will in all proba­ 
bility be the first witness to appear. 
Mr. Bryan will be invited to make 
recommendations for changes in the 
monetary laws. The committee wants 
his advice and counsel.

The French lady lay s stress upon the 
fact th at fruit is alm ost curative for 
many things if properly prepared. 
Fruit cooked in a paper bag is whol­ 
ly sanitary , 
There is, further, 
no 
trouble of watching, of stirring, no 
apprehension of scorching. 
Peaches should be scalded in boil­ 
ing w ater for a minute and a half, 
then the skins removed, and the fruit, 
on the seed, put to stew in a lightly 
buttered bag. 
Add a tablespoonful of 
water for a dozen large peaches—less 
if they are very juicy . 
Cook for 20 
minutes in a fairly hot oven, slacking 
heat a third after five minutes from 
the putting in. 
The seed gives an 
adorable bitter-almond flavor. 
Add 
sugar to taste, while the fruit is very 
hot, and let stand several hours be­ 
fore using. 
For an invalid, choose j 
sweet, very juicy peaches, cook in 
small quantity —say half a dozen at 
a time— without adding water, and 
buttering the bag well. 
Serve 
un­ 
sweetened with thick cream. 
W ash gage plums very well, 
put 
them in a buttered bag with a very 
little water, and cook twelve to twen­ 
ty -five minutes, depending 
on 
the 
quantity , in a fairly hot oven. Sweeten 
while very hot, or add soda if sweet­ 
ening is forbidden. 
Baked pears are relished by almost 
every body . 
Ripe, full flavored fruit of 
medium size and even is the best. 
Cut off the stalks close, snip out the 
blossom end, and 
stick in a clove 
there. 
Pare thinly , pack in a buttered 
bag with a little w ater and cook fif­ 
teen to thirty minutes in a fairly hot 
oven. 
Leg of Lamb, with Turnips: Get 
a 
fat leg of lamb, have the butcher take 
off carefully the outside membrane— 
in that most of the "sheep-y ” taste re­ 
sides. Scrape well, wipe over with a 
damp soft cloth, and 
if 
necessary , 
wash quickly in cold water, but avoid 
washing if possible. 
Salt and pepper 
moderately , then grease well—using 
either butter or clarified drippings— 
dredge very lightly with flour and put 
into a roomy , thicky greased bag with 
a pint of sliced turnips, two 
small 
thinly sliced onions, a small sprig of 
mint, and a half cup of tomato pulp or 
catsup. 
Sliced potatoes can be added 
at will—rin that case use fewer tur- 


dered sugar and serve either hot or 
cold. Plenty of citron or angelica m ust 
be used to give the idea of a nest. 
A pple D um pli n g: 
Make it the usual 
way . 
Cook m the paper bag. 
Allow 
twenty minutes in a hot ovejp. 
Scone:. Any kind of scone or break­ 
fast rolls should be placed in a largo 
loose greased paper bag in hot oven. 
Allow ten to fifteen m inutes accord­ 
ing to size.

W ashington, Feb. 10.—At last the 
L orim er investigation has come to an 
end. 
It has dragged along dism ally 
since last June, and the closing of the 
case brought relief not only to mem­ 
bers of the investigating com m ittee, 
but to senators generally . 
It looks 
now' as if the subcom m ittee of the sen­ 
ate com m ittee on privileges and elec­ 
tion, which conducted th e investiga­ 
tion, w'ould be about equally divided. 
Although nothing definite is known, 
the tenor of questions lately put to wit­ 
nesses has 
indicated th a t Keny on, 
K ern and Lea are against L orim er and 
M essrs. Dillingham, Gamble, Johnson 
and F letcher in favor of him. 
The be­ 
lief is ex pressed th a t Senator Jones 
of W ashington is in doubt. 
S enator! 
D illingham, 
Gamble, 
Johnson 
and 
F letcher w ere m em bers of the old sen­ 
a te com m ittee on privileges and elec­ 
tions which cleared Lorim er. 
The closing act in the investigation 
was the introduction of the plea res 
adjutiaca. 
Judge E. C. Hanecy , coun­ 
sel for Lorim er, announced th a t if 
perm itted th e senator would interpose 
th e plea th at he had once successfully 
defended his title to his sea t in the 
senate before th a t body and th at the 
validity of his title could not be a t­ 
tacked the second tim e on th e sam e 
charge. The com m ittee agreed to per­ 
m it this plea to be subm itted. 
It will 
not only be passed upon by the com­ 
m ittee, but also by the senate. 
T he closing session was given to J. 
A. Sheridan, the B urns stenographer, 
who was required by the com m ittee 
to give a phy sical dem onstration of his 
capacity to take conversation over the 
dictagraph under the circum stances 
which are alleged to have surrounded 
his perform ance in the hotel a t Toron­ 
to. 
A fter this perform ance was over 
the L orim er side insisted th at Sheri­ 
dan had fallen down and the anti-Lori- 
m erites declared he had given an im­ 
pressive ex hibition of skill. 
The m em bers of the com m ittee w'ere 
plainly skeptical as to the value of 
Sheridan’s 
dictagraph 
jierform ance. 
and that was the opinion of m ost of 
the people in th e com m ittee who heard 
th e reading of the report which he 
took over the dictagraph. 
The fact 
could not be ignored that when his 
report o f a conversation which he had 
taken over the dictagraph was read 
and com pared w'ith the report of the 
sam e conversation m ade by two offi­ 
cial reporters of the senate wiio w'ere 
in the room w here the talk occurred, 
the talk wras to the disadvantage of 
the B urns man. 
M embers of the com­ 
m ittee ex pressed dissatisfaction w'ith 
the Burns m an’s report. 
He got only 
fragm ents, it was said, of the talk, and 
these 
w ere disconnected 
and 
prac­ 
tically of no value as evidence. 
The testim ony of Miss Helen Seav- 
ers. the telegraph operator at the New 
W illard, who said th at Edward Hines, 
the Chicago lum ber m erchant, who 
wras involved in the L orim er case, had 
offered to pay h er to show him a tele­ 
gram th at had been filed with h er by 
A. C. Bailey , a Burns detective, was 
considered by the com m ittee, who de­ 
cided that the incident had no direct 
bearing on L orim er’s right to his seat, 
and after considering the m atter in 
this light they agreed to hear Edward 
H ines in denial of the incident, and 
closed the m atter. 
Mr. Hines adm it­ 
ted he read the telegram while stand­ 
ing at the telegraph booth because it 
was ly ing face upw ard and had a ttra c t­ 
ed his attention, but he denied he had 
offered money for the m essage.
